A inettiiiR of the lloar»i of ihtilroad U'oui- 
missioners was held this morning, all the 
members lieinij present. The object was to 
hear Richard 'd ay . Freight Agent o fth e 
Southern Pttcilie, upon the hog, cattle, 
sheep and grain 
tari if proposed some 
months ago by Mr. Foote, and which was 
referred to him for examination, 
'l ids 
ireight schedule was founded on the mile­ 
age principle now in n>e in Illinois. 
It be­ 
gins with San Francisco, and tor twelve 
miles out levies a freight rate of 12 cents 
l>er ton per mile, and as the distance in­ 
creases the rate decreases. 
At a former meeting of tha Board Mr. 
Gray exhaustively discussed thy tariff, and 
objected to it principally on the ground that 
the freight rates of the Southern J’acilic 
Company were already low enough, and 
lower by comparison "than the taritfs of 
other States. He stated that Mr. Foote's 
would, in many cases, increase (lie rates 
now charged by the railroad. 
Mr. Gray presented a comparison of the 
rates on the Southern I'aeitie Company’s 
system of roads with those of the roads in 
Kansas, Iowa and Nebraska. These com­ 
parisons showed that the rates on grain in 
California were lower than in those .States. 
Among other things lie exhibited a tariff 
adopted by the Railroad Commission of 
Kansas, under which tlie A. X. and S. F. 
road claimed it could not exist, and which 
was subsequently repealed. A comparison 
with this tariff, he said, showed iliat the 
rates in California were in many cases be­ 
low them. Mr. Foote had contended a t a 
former meeting that Kansas and Nebraska 
were not leading grain-producing States. 
To controvert this Mr. Gray produced the 
figures to show that Kansas was second in 
grain and first in corn production in the 
United States. Nebraska was now third in 
grain and second in corn. 
He concluded 
by stating that, in his opinion, sustained 
by these figures, there w;is no reason for re­ 
ducing rates. 
Mr. Foote inquired concerning a rule 
lately adopted bv tlie Southern Pacific 
i ompanv, by which grain-shippers to Port 
Costa and other terminal points were 
charged eight cents a ton for unlo- ling. 
This rule has been in force for three 
months. Heretofore the company lias un­ 
loaded the grain without charge. 
Mr. Gray said that the Southern Pacific 
Company had lately been economizing in 
i*s management. In l.ss-i tlie earnings of 
the corporation were $2.500,000 less than 
in 1S83. Consequently tlie company had 
ceased extending its lines, liad discharged 
large numbers of men and searched every­ 
where for opportunities to save money. 
This was one of (lie cases where the com­ 
pany had economized. 
Prior to three 
months ago shippers had been allowed the 
cost of unloading on their bills; now they 
were charged eight cents a ton. This was 
the actual cost ot the work. The company 
made nothing by the operation. H e did 
not think the charges had made any differ­ 
ence in the price of wheat either to the 
producer or consumer. 
Mr. Foote endeavored to elicit from Mr. 
Gray an admission that this was an increase 
of rates, which the latter refused to give. 
He stated that prior to three m onths ago 
the company, in order to get its cars 
promptly from the shippers at Port Costa, 
had performed the work of unloading it­ 
self. 
Now it placed that burden on the 
shippers, which was done with all other 
classes of freight. He said that since the 
adoption of the new Constitution the com­ 
pany had never enforced a freight rate that 
was more for short than a long haul, and 
in all his experience in the freight depart­ 
m ent lie had never known a freight rate 
once established to be increased. The com­ 
pany was reducing, however, ail the time. 
There had been no reductions lately in lo­ 
cal tariffs, but tlm fates in Nevada and Ari­ 
zona were being modified all tlie time. He 
claimed that the Board of Railroad Com­ 
missioners was as much the servant of the 
railroad corporations as the people, and 
should do justice by both, and that before 
reducing freight rates should give good rea­ 
sons for so doing. 
In response to questions by Mr. Carpen­ 
ter, Mr. Gray stated that, the rule ot un­ 
loading wheat free had never applied to any 
point except Port Costa. 
At all other 
places shippers had always been charged 
for unloading. 
During the past year the 
company had discharged over 2,000 men in 
its shops at Sacramento, Tulare ami other 
places, an»! many of its more prominent 
employes. 
The corporation had not yet 
reduced the wages of its employes, andas an 
individual hedid not desire to see the South­ 
ern Pacific in such a position that it would 
be compelled to do sm This company now 
paid ihe best salaries of any corporation in 
the l uited Stales. 
In response to a question. Mr. Gray 
stated that tlie Southern Pacific Company 
had abandoned tlie special contract sys­ 
tem. 
'ibis was owing to competition anil 
tiie opening of other transcontinental lines. 
In some cases the rates liad been reduced 
and in a few increased. 
As a whole, the 
present tarilis were about the same as under 
the special contract system. 
Mr. Foote—1 suppose that Mr. Harrison 
can now ship his beer the same as other 
people, and buy from whom he pleases. 
Mr. Gray—Yep sir; he can. 
A long discussion was held about wool. 
Mr. Gray said that as nearly all the wool of 
California was shipped directly Fast, and 
did not come to San Francisco at all, he had 
not given the rates on wool much consider­ 
ation, believing that, they did not cut much 
of a figure. Overland rates were not under 
the jurisdiction ofthe Board. 
After speaking generally of the prospect 
that the company’s income would be de­ 
creased this year by the short crop and of 
the increase in fruit shipments Fast, the 
inquiry was concluded. 
Following is a brief statement of the

Pacific and the Atchison. Topeka and Santa 
Fe. On the Omaha line the Central Pacific 
received 40 per cent, and the I'nion Pacific 
54 per cent. This included freight and pas­ 
sengers. 
Mr. Foote offered a resolution to enforce 
his schedule, saying that he wished to lay 
it over until he could examine the 'Com­ 
parisons submitted by Mr. Gray. 
A 6UB8T1TCTR ORDER. 
Mr. Carpenter offered the following as a 
substitute : 
It D hereby ordered that the tabulated trial 
sheets, heretofore prepared by the Commission 
for purposes of com parison, au d now under 
consideration as the proposed basLs of freight 
schedules, be placad ou iiic for rc tVrenre. 
Ami pending further proceedings and the 
hearing of shippers in thy premises, it ia held 
an<l d c»ided : 
First-—T hat the cost to the carrier, or the 
value to the shipper of any railroad service, in­ 
volves the consideration of other factors beside 
th a t of distance. 
Second—Thnt tho direction of carriasfe is also 
tii i*- coniidertd, and th at the constitutional 
prohibition o f a greater charge for a short 
th an a longer haul of the same class ot freignt 
iu the same direction, m eans aggregate charge 
for such distance, and not rate per mile. 
T hird—T hat other conditions being substan­ 
tially the same, the rate per mile for the longer 
haul should be less than for the shorter included 
therein. 
Fourth—That subject to the foregoing provis­ 
ion of the Constitution, to which the railroad 
tarifls oí this State now conform, the rate of 


charge on each and all roads should be gov- 
ornea by the class and volum e of freight, by tho 
distance and direction of carriage and by the 
general nature cud vicissitudes of the service 
rendered. 
l ifth—Thiu by an express orovislon of the 
onstitution and law creating and governing 
this tom m ission, it is distinctly an d fully au­ 
thorized, in the exercise of its own unbiased 
judgm ent, to “ change,’’ “establish” or “adopt” 
existing rates of charge upon any or all o f the 
railroads of tins State, but is nowhere required 
to raise or reduce existing rates. 
Sixth—T hat every pro{>osstion to put them up 
or d o w n has two sides to be considered, and 
tnat Gie real parties in interest cutilled to be 
iieard by them selves or their authorized attor­ 
neys, are shippers and carriers. 
Seventh—'l hat by reasmi of the law and the 
evidence, the finding am i decision of this 
commission are against uniform rates, based 
upon any single factorof transportation, and in 
snch cuilcrential tariffs of rates as 
shall conform to the es>< ntial and diversified 
conditions of railroad construction, operation 
and extension in this State. 
Eighth Holding, therefore, as the Commis­ 
sion dnc> th at the producers who have ample 
railroad facilities are not to he further favored 
to the lusting detrim ent of those who have 
none, and that the Interests of all are to becon- 
si< cred, it find* from the record of tiiis office 
V at no shipper of grain, wool, iive stock, fruit 
nr other staple of domestic production, or com- 
in--ree, ha* appeared by hiuisvlt or hi* author­ 
ize agent, to controvert or question any of the 
numerous statements, returns or exhibits pre­ 
sented and filed by railroad companies.

1 tie firm of Moody it Fari.xb, wool and 
coin mission merchants, has filed an appli­ 
cation to be declared insolvent. The total 
liabilities am ount to $45,405 38. 
Sarah Althea has applied to the Mayor 
to earr.v a pistol, and was referred to the 
i’olice Commissioners. She said she would 
carry one whether she got a permit or not. 
The receipts of (tticksilver at this port 
for ihe month of July were 1.81 i Masks, in­ 
cluding S70 Masks from the Ñ'ew Almadén 
m ine in Santa Clara county. For the same 
month last y»-ar the receipts were 2,205 
Masks, against lJJilO Masks in 1883. 
The blockades of Morton street and in 
the alleys of the Chinese «juarter have been 
callen off by Chief Crowley. The only re­ 
sult of both of th e n was to decrease the 
revenue of the lewd women, who, so far ns 
Morton street is concerned, have all flocked 
hack again. 
Alice Skae has applied for letters of ad­ 
ministration on the estate of John Skae, 
valued at $5,000.

TO-aOXROW. 


The entire nation will mourn to-morrow. 
S ar.-elv more than n quarter of a century 
ago a poor clerk in a Western manufactory 
begged to be assigued to duty in the army 
of the Union, to the serviré of which he 
had been trained, 
i I is plea received no 
attention. 
Ignored, he sought the m ilitia 
service of Illinois and was accepted. 
The 
country was in the throes of a mighty con­ 
vulsion. and the integrity of the Union of 
sovereign States was 
imperiled. 
The 
young man threw himself into the contest 
on the side of the 1 nion, and w ithin a few 
months had won his way to Major-Gen­ 
eral s stars. 
Inside of a year he was at 
the head of tine of the most victorious 
armies that ever answered to the call of a 
commander, and shortly after he had at­ 
tained to the siipremest position ever ac­ 
corded a military chieftain since the days 
of Wa-hington. 
Invested with uneg- 
ami b ’i power, he crushed the rebellion 
with a mailed hand, but a gentle heart, 
lie won by his forbearance and firmness, 
his native nobility, his gentleness and his 
unambitious course, tiie regard of the men 
but lately in arms against him, and now 
that he is alxmt to be consigned to Ihe 
grave there will move to the measures of 
his funeral march, in the same column, the 
blue .and the gray. 
IIis coffin will be 
lilted by hands once raised in the hot eou- 
te-t of war against him : 
the South will 
bow its head and mourn the loss of the 
man. who, above all others, waged severest 
war within her limits and against her 
chosen sons. 
The whole civilized world 
will stand aside to-morrow and give place 
in its news to the one overshadowing event 
of the hour—the entombment of the 
chiefs: of modern warriors, the simplest 
of men, the most honored of all his coun­ 
trymen, and to whose virtues, patriotism, 
brilliant achievements and incorruptible 
character, the millions of his own jieo- 
p'.e pay the tribute of highest regard. 
It wili indeed lie one of (lie most promi­ 
nent <>f the days of all our historic record. 
It is fitting and proper that dwelling and 
counting-room, that temple and business 
house, that street and by-way lie draped 
with the emblems of mourning, and that, 
deserting their usual vocations, all men 
and women unite to do honor to the 
memory of the foremost man of his day, 
and thereby kindle anew the fires of 
patriotism upon the altar of an indis­ 
soluble L nion of sovereign States. 


THE PISTOL POCKET. 


Judge Field in the United States Circuit 
Court at San Francisco the other day ex­ 
pressed himself with ixmlonable warmth 
concerning the indignity with which law­ 
yers treat Courts who enter the sacred 
precincts of the Bar with their pistol pock­ 
ets occupied by fire-arms. 
That is all very 
well, and it is pleasing to note that the 
Courts are disposed to disbar lawyers who 
thus offend; but how much less offensive is 
it to parade the public streets—where our 
wives and children are presumed to move 
iu safety—with a small-sized batterv a t­ 
tached to one’s hip ? The law against car­ 
rying concealed weapons makes no dis­ 
tinction as to time or place in defin­ 
ing the offense. 
But tiie law is practically 


a dead letter, 
ft is violated by citizens 
who would be rudely’offended if they were 
charged with criminality, and who pride 
thcmselvc- upon lieing law-abiding and 
order-loving. 
It is a reflection upon the 
civilization of the d ar that men entertain 


Under the above significant caption the 
San Francisco Call has these earnest words: 
The Sacram ento Kccobd-Union poiuls to in­ 
stances in which the Government has exercised 
a power sim ilar to that it proposes to m ake to 
preserve the navigability of the Sacram ento 
river. 
W ithout Court decree it enforced its orders 
against trespassers upon tru-t, iu the Indian 
Territory.

The Recokp-Uxjon suggests a call for a Con­ 
vention ot advice, w ith a view to an exercise of 
the n g h t of petition iu a way to arouse the at­ 
tention of the Government. T hat journal em- 
pha-!z,s its call by th e assurance that the " dan 
g e rto th e river, and oi its speedily com ing to 
that state w hen it will no longer lie navigable, 
and the probability of its diversion from its bed, 
and the threats to Son Francisco Bay, are greater 
than ha-, been stated by any one at any tim e.” 
No estim ate of th e loss that would attend the 
tilling up of the tied of the Sacramento river, 
and the consequent diversion of the water to 
new courses, can be made. It is tim e th at some­ 
thing should be done—first to stop the work of 
des.ruction, and second, to repair the damage 
already inflicted. 
N es ; first stop the work of tlestru lion, 
and then repair the damage inflicted. \m l 
one of the most potent aids to the “ stop­ 
page” is the interposition of the l ( Vr.il 
Government. 
It has the authority t. in­ 
terfere, and the people should demand of 
it to exercise that authority. 


LET US H AVE A MONUMENT. 


We renew the suggestion that the Kx- 
e uiive Committee in charge of to-mor­ 
row - exercises act as the initial committee 
of reception of contributions by the people 
for a statuary monument of General Grant 
in Sacramento. 
Money is ready for the 
purpose, and a hat is needed is a commit­ 
tee to receive it. 
We suggest that the 
President of the day announce in to-mor­ 
row’s papers, as Wei! as from the stand, 
that the committee will receive contribu­ 
tions and at w hat points, and that anv 
sum, the half dime, the dollar or the 
double eagle will lie received and faithful- 
;v accounted for. 
\\ e have but one piece 
(if statuary in a public place in Sacra­ 
mento. 
It will be in keeping with the 
importance of the city and the beauty of 
Capitol Park that upon one of its terraces 
there shall now he set up statuary of ( Ion. 
Grant. The time to begin the movement 
is to-morrow. 
It is too late to organize a 
special committee now, and the Executive 
( ommillee now acting will find it no diffi­ 
cult task to set the bad iu motion. Money 
lias been sent to the R e c o r d-U n io n office 
already for the purpose indicated, and 
unquestionably the sum needed can lie 
raised. 
It will he a great mistake to wait 
over to-morrow liefore taking the initial 
step.

A LEGAL HOLIDAY, 


The President of the United States hav­ 
ing declared that he has not the power to 
declare to-morrow a legal holiday, and it 
lieing evident th at the people desire all 
legal business to be suspended on that day, 
the Governor 
has done an eminently 
projier thing in issuing the order asked 
for, and thus enable public officers to close 
their places of business to-morrow. 


Tit n New York Critic seriously suggests 
that every cruiser of the United States 
navy should, in addition to its regular 
complement of 7200 or 300 men and officers, 
carry a “ litterary feller,” whose duty 
would be to write a full account of each 
cruise. 
In this way, says the Critic, “ a 
groat mass of scientific information, other­ 
wise lost, might be accumulated, and not 
only accumulated, but rendered availa­ 
ble.” 
If this suggestion should take root, 
prosper and promise to bring forth fruit, it 
will be in order to memorialize the Gov­ 
ernment to seuttle all ottr war ships afloat 
and cremate those on the stocks.

The local papers have, within the last 
two months, had occasion frequently to 
refer to the commission of burglaries anti 
the theft of small sums of coin, cigars, 
cigarettes, etc., mostly from saloons; and 
latterly these offenses came so thick and 
fast as to cause much speculati :m concern­ 
ing their author or authors. 
For some 
time Chief Jackson and his officers were of 
the opinion that more than one person was 
concerned in them, hut later on they be­ 
came convinced. from the systematic m an­ 
ner in which the burglaries were effected, 
and from the character of the stuff stolen, 
that some one person was enjoying a mo­ 
nopoly of the business of visiting saloons 
by the rear doors after the places had been 
closed for the night. 
The 
proprietors 
would come around in the morning, and 
now and tlieu one would find that from $1 
to $5 had been extracted from his till and 
his bar relieved of cigars or cigarettes- gen­ 
erally the latter—and in some cases the 
matter would he reported to the police and 
in others it was treated of rather small im ­ 
portance, and would only reach the ears of 
the officers hv accident. Assuming that 
most of the saloons would in due tim e be 
visited. i hief Jackson caused 
MARKED COINS, ETC., TO BE DISTRIBUTED 
About, in the hope that eventually the 
thief would he caught with the evidence of 
his guilt in his pockets. Of course it is 
difficult for four officers all that are on 
duty at one time) to closely watch a city of 
about 30,000 population ; hence it was pos­ 
sible for a smart thief, as this fellow had 
shown him self to be, to operate for some 
tim e without 
being detected. The last 
saloon robbed was that known as "Adams' 
Salo..n,” on J street, between Seventh and 
Eighth, last Monday night, in the till of 
which hud been placed a marked quarter. 
The robbery occurred a little after 11 
o’clock, 
Officer Ash had been specially 
detailed by Chief Jackson to "w ork up" 
this 
SALOON-ROBBING BUSINESS, 
And lie made up his mind that the thief 
would soon pay a visit to Captain Stevens’ 
place, on J street, near Third. 
Accord­ 
ingly. about 2 o'clock on Tuesday morning, 
he repaired to the alley in the rear of the 
saloon and was about to secret himself, 
when he discovered that his man had got 
I her»- just ahead and had seen him. Hence 
there was nothing to do hut pounce upon 
the fellow and capture him . The latter 
tried to escape, and took refuge in a closet, 
from which he was induced to emerge 
through the 
PERSUASIVE INFLUENCE OF A SIX-SHOOTER. 
H e was taken to the station-house, and 
on his person were found a quantity of 
cigarettes and the marked coin stolen "only 
u hour before front Adams' saloon. 
He 
proved to he a young man about 19 years of 
age. and 
gave the 
name 
o f Thomas 
McGuire, hut his real nam e proved to he 
Thomas McMotry. 
Although 
satisfied 
that he had a conclusive case against the 
man, Chief Jackson held several inter­ 
views with him in the 
hope of get­ 
ting 
definite 
information 
as 
to 
his 
connection 
with 
other 
recent 
burg­ 
laries, 
hut 
McMorrv 
acted 
in 
a 
defiant manner and refused to make any 
admissions. 
The 
Chief then 
adopted 
other tactics, and at last the obstreperous 
prisoner weakened and asked to he al- 
lowad to make a full confession, adm itting 
that he had committed a regular round of 
burglaries, 
lie was 
admitted 
to 
the 
C hiefs private office last evening, and 
there—in the presence of that official and 
officer Ash—he made the following state­ 
ment : 
A PENCHANT FOR SALOONS. 
The prisoner’s statement was taken down 
by Chief Ju< kson as nearly verbatim as 
possible, and it was as follow s, 
" I have 
been at this tiling fur two months. The 
first place I went through was Dohn's, on 
K street, between Ninth and Tenth. The 
next was Turner Hall saloon. 
The next 
was the Fredericksburg Saloon on K, be­ 
tween Fifth and Sixth. 
The next was the 
Vienna lleer Hall, on K, between Fourth 
and Fifth streets. 
The next was Matt. 
Schmidt's, on J, between Ninth and Tenth; 
got $3. The next was .1 ini Grot It's Forrest 
Saloon, on K street; got $1 50 there. Next 
went through the New York Saloon, on K 
street, between Second and Third, where 1 
got $4. 
Didion's saloon. On J street (Con­ 
gress Hall), came n e x t; 
got $5 there, 
lie- 
fore that 1 went into the Office Saloon, on 
Fourth street, hut the dog stopped me. 
Went into the Farmers' (Merchants') E x­ 
change. Third street, between J and K.

GOT AWAY WITII A SPOOL OF THREAD. 
[The proprietors says lie helped him self 
to beer and crackers.] 
Visited Turner Hal! 
saloon the second time, hut got nothing. 
Also visited the Palisade Saloon, K, be­ 
tween Second and Third, and got $2 50. 
Robbed Harry Gamble’s twice, and got 
nohing but cigarettes. 
Also robbed Pete 
Flaherty's saloon, and got §4 50. 
The last 
¡dace was Adams’ saloon, on J, between 
Seventh and Eighth: got $1. 
The money 
and cigarettes taken from my person I got 
at Adams’ saloon. 
W hen Ash caught ine 
at Stevens’ saloon, T was just looking to 
make arrangements to rob it the next night. 
This statement I make voluntarily 
and 
of my own free w ill. 
(Signed,) 
T. Me- 
Morry." 
THE PRISONER, 
As stated, is a young man about in year- of 
age, and lias lived in this city and vicinity for 
som etim e. 
He was at one time employed 
on a farm at ltoutier’s station, and is said 
to he w ell connected. 
Perhaps before he 
gets through with his confession (the last 
chapter having been given late last night, 
with a prospect of more to tom e) lie may 
relate more interesting events of his life. 
GOOD WORK DONE. 
About the tim e the present police force 
was elected there was begun a series o f 
daring burglaries in this city, the first of 
importance being that o f J. Olsen, whose 
place on Second street was robbed of $1,800. 
On the same night the saloon o f David 
Davis was robbed, and during that week 
the store of S. S. Nathan A Co., Third and 
K streets, anil several other places were 
burglarized. 
Chief 
Jackson 
and 
his 
officers 
set 
vigorously at 
work 
to 
ferret 
out 
the 
wily 
cracksmen, 
and in due tim e the whole gang—Pierce, 
Tryon, Ramsey and others—w ,re appre­ 
hended, convicted and lodged in the state 
Prison. 
The next systematic round oí 
burglaries were those committed by Joseph 
Marshall, som e m onths ago. 
Marshall 
proved him self to be one of the smartest 
cracksmen in the State,and had for months 
eluded the vigilance of the Oakland detect­ 
ives while com mitting wholesale robberies 
in that city. 
H e succeeded here for some 
time, hut finally he was cornered, most 
of the stolen property recovered, and he 
was sent to the Penitentiary. 
In fact, it 
may he said—to the credit of Chief Jack­ 
son’and his force—that they have broken 
up and captured every organized gang of 
burglars and thieves that have sought to 
operate here of late, as well as those who 
pursued the business single-handed. The 
capture and conviction ot a few more of 
these fellows should suffice to deter all of 
that class to give this city a wide berth.
